Art institute east wing wisi shelters 
the paintings of H. Leon Roecker, I 
find myself more and more paddling 
on a surface of rose leaves. The qual- 
ity which I first missed in these pic- 
tures becomes clearer with increasing 
knowledge of them. They seem now 
to be bubble-blown pictures of but two 
dimensions. They have no depth. 
There is no solid structure, no body, 
to their prettiness. That they are 
pretty is true. The coloring is soft 
and blends soothingly. Rose and blue, 
tamed and petted into civility, are the 
colors one carries with one from this 
room. 

There was another artist who kept 
rose and blue for his chief standbys, 
but he painted interiors and pretty 
women in boudoirs heaped with laces 
and ribbons and soft, shimmering 
stuffs. Somehow rose and blue seem 
more possible in interiors than in land- 
scapes, at all events certain rose and 
blues do. Mr. Roecker may be able to 
paint a muddy river, a_ frostbitten 
maplé, a snow crested hedge, a rain 
swept street, or he may not. The 
current exhibit of his work gives proof 
that he can and does paint quiet and 
pleasant summer days, with young 
girls as actors therein, pleasant young 
girls of demure appearance and man- 
ners. The atmosphere of his exhibit 
is, ‘in fact, entirely pleasant and 
demure. A rough shout would jar the 
poise of the atmosphere to a painful 
degree of insecurity. The key word of 
justification in these roseate landscapes 
is hush.”

When Is Art “ Modern.” 

Mr. Roecker has been called a 
modernist. He is an extremely polite 
modernist. One»connects modernists 
with jostling colors, each at odds with 
the next; with rampant shapes, each a 


piece of something else; with strident 


emotion, each expressed in hieroglyph- 
ics. There is a faint tinge of the 
modernist in certain shapes of houses 
and certain arrangement of figures in 
some of the canvases. There is now 
and again a hint of a rebellious 
thought. 
however, seem to be clearly planned 
for and just as clearly brought to 
fruition. You do not feel yourself up 
against a picture puzzle or in the heart 
of a guessing contest as you stand 
in the middle of the gallery devoted 
to his exhibit and let your eyes slowly 
make the round of the walls.

Some of the less fortunate ranchers 
already are singing ‘“‘O, lucky Jim, 
how I envy Hlitm.” - Cattle and sheep 
men familiar with the ranch’s meth- 
ods show that Jim Butler isn’t pack- 
ing around a rabbit's foot but making 
his profits under a well organized 

Books Show. Increase. 

The books at Big Sag, near Gerald- 
ine, Mont., show that the ranch of 
14,492 acres, costing an average of 
$10.90 an acre; returned a net profit 
in the last six.years of about $13.68 
an acre. In 1922 the net profit was 
$29,315; 1923, $21,741; 1924, $37,257: 
1925, $43,519; 1926, $32,016; and this 
year estimates show that the net profit 
will be $36,500, according to O. H. 
Perry of the F. S. Jacobson certified 
publie accountant firm, Helena, Mont., 
who certifies to the accuracy of these | 
figures. With $2,083 deducted for a 
tax item the total net profits for the 
six years amounts to $198,265. 

Mr. Perry explains that before sell- 
ing any of the 1927 crop of lambs, 
wool, old ewes, and cattle the inven-

Here’s How They Did It. 


The germ of the Big Sag ranch was 
settled forty-seven years ago by W. S. 
Kingsbuty. The ranch was never 
sold; the land is and always has been 
"in the hands of the Kingsbury family’s 
heirs and heirs of the original settler’s | 
associates. . 

James Butler and his men sfarted 
out years ago with the idea of contin- 
uing the improved breeding and feed- 
ing practices started by the Kings- 
burys. All of the sheep and cattle 
and feed are produced on the ranch. 
In addition to the grazing land on the 
ranch, 4,697 acres of state land is 
leased for grazing purposes. 

About 2,400 acres are used in grow- 
ing alfalfa and wild hay. Twelve thou- 


similar amount im alfalfa, the only 
planted crop on the ranch. The rest 
of the land is virgin sod and is used 
for grazing. Approximately 2,500 tons 
tons of alfalfa and wild hay are har- 
vested on the ranch and fed to the cat- 
tle and sheep. 

Use Well Bred Sheep. | 

Big Sag ranch is said to have an ex- 
cellent band of well bred sheep, new 
Rambouillet blood being introduced 
from time to time through the.use of 
pure bred rams. By using well bred 
__ sheep the flock averages between 10 
and 11 pounds of wool to the sheep 
each year. The average weight of a 
fleece in Moritana is 8% pounds and 
for the western states is only 7% 
pounds, according to Mr. Perry. 

Throughthe use of good sheep and 
plenty of feed and sheds ‘to protect 
the ewes and lambs in unfavorable 
weather the flock averaged producing 
97 lambs per 100 ewes in 1926. There 
are usually 7,500 sheep kept on the 
ranch, 6,000 of them breeding ewes 
and 1,500 yearlings. The 7,402 sheep 
sheared at the ranch this season pro- 
duced 76,444 pounds of wool, or an av- | 
erage of 10.3 pounds per sheep. The 
wool is comparatively clean and for 
that reason the fleeces averaged less 
than usual,this year. The clip this 
year is valued at not less than 36% 
cents a pound. 

It is a practice on the ranch to sell 
about 4,000 lambs and 1,000 ewes. Ap- 
proximately 1,500 lambs are kept each 
year to replace the 1,000 ewes sold 
and 600 that die from various causes. 
This year 6,000 ewes produced 5,583 
lambs, tallied at shearing time, or an 


average of 93 lambs per each 100 


ewes. 
Food and Shelter for Flocks. 
The old practice of running ewes 
on the range with little hay and little 
or no shelter in winter or at lambing 
time is not followed on the Kingsbury 
ranch. Both hay and shelter are fur- 
nished on the ranch. There are still 
a few sheep men who try to run their 
fiocks through the winter on a skimpy 
allowance of hay. For instance, Mr. 
Perry cited one Montana ranch where 
265,000 head of sheep are kept on 500 
tons of hay, while the 7,500 sheep at 
the Big Sag ranch are fod 2,000 tons 
of hay to keep them in good condition.

It is extremely unfortunate, he adds, 
that this phase of social evolution 
should have taken place, for the quest 
of ease and pleasure has proved @ 
prolific source of feminine Ills. 

An Old Theory Exploded. 
‘The famed physician scouts the 
theory, and supports his cogtention 
with vital statistics, that the mother 
of a couple of children is healthier and 
the children of small families heartier 
and more vigorous than where there 
are a half dozen or more children in 
a family. 

Mothers of large families born in 
the slums with all the handicaps of 
pcverty and hard work against them, 
he admits, die younger than the av- 
erage woman in the population. But 
a study of more favored families show 
that the healthiest children come 
from large families, and it is in the 
small ones particularly that the deli- 
cate, neurotic and‘ generally weakly 
children are found.

Pythagoras, who is more frequently 
mentioned in relation to beans, cele- 
brated the marvelous virtues of cab- 
bages. The Roman Cato considered it

medicinal value of the cabbage. 
This list of eminent advocates of

First, to prepare 
the cabbage, remove the outside and 
coarser leaves of the head, cut off 
the stem so that the cabbage will stand 
squarely when .set up for a vegetable 
centerpiece, if you choose to use it for 
that as you can do when the filling 
is of meat, or, if you are a vegetarian, 
when the filling is a vegetable one. 
After, it has’ been trimmed and 
washed, steam it until tender, ‘When

Take the large cabbage leaves from 
‘the hot water, one at a time, put two 
spoonsful of the mixture, roll up, the 
leaf, tie with a string. 


“Fill as many leaves as you care 
for, placing the remainder of the mix- 
ture in the top of a double boiler, also 
the filled cabbage leaves. There will be 
just enough liquor, most likely. -Other- 
wise, cut up a small tomato and add, 
which improves it in any case. See that 
there is always plenty of water in the 
lower part of the double boiler. Cook 
from three-quarters to one hour.” 

Stuffed Cabbage IV. 
“Here is another untested recipe 
which gives really a cabbage roll, 
rather than a stuffed cabbage. It is 
possible to find recipes no end for such 
rolls, or what are sometimes called 
dolmas and sarmas, Sometimes they 
are called dumplings. The , Swedish 
names for them seems to be koh] dol- 
mar. Without testing, it is hard to dis- 
cover which of many recipes collected 
would give the best results, but here 


is one of those not tested: 


“ Boil the larger outside leaves of 
the cabbage for a few minutes in salt- 
ed water. Drain, being careful to keep 
them whole. Cut the rest of the ¢ab- 
bage in small pieces, boil and drain. 
Chop this when well drained and mix 
with. meat, egg, and chopped onion. 
Lay one or two large leaves out flat, 
drop a large spoonful of the mixture 
on them and roll up in the leaves. 
Brown nicely in frying pan, in drip- 
pings or fat, turning carefully. When. 
they aré brown add a little water, 
cover and simmer for about three-quar- 
ters of an hour. They can be served 
with a white sauce or with boiled po- 
tatoes.”

Cook for one-half hour longer, In 
the true Russian soup, beets are added 
to this combination, which is prob- 
ably made in as many ways as there 
are cooks who make it. To empha- 
size again the thickening, let us say 
that it makes the soup seem more 
substantial, but the potato may add 
its part in thickening the soup, also.

May Be Appropriately 
Decorated Without 


Recourse to Paint 
BY PHYLLIS MARSH. 


T HAS always been a recognized 
fact that from the point of sani- 
] tation, paint for walls has been 
given first consideration and we 
srant that in many places it is 
However. there never will] be 
& wall covering that can quite take the 
piace of a well designed wallpaper. 
- ‘Where paint will seem to lack char- 
acter, warmth and that “homey” at- 
mosphere, paper will supply it, and 
since there is every type of paper for 
every type of room, no room need be 
overlooked. 

Before any can be successfully dec- 
orated with paper a definite color 
scheme must be planned, and that is 
usually decided by the exposure of the 
room, the upholstery on the furniture, 
the color of the rugs, and personal 
taste of the owner. Wallis play an im- 
portant part in acting as a background 
for the furnishings of a room, there- 

fore, much thought should be given to 
the selecting of the paper. 

Many home decorators make the mis- 
take of feeling that because they have 
a figured rug in a room they must 
select a plain paper for the walls. If 
the rug is the dominant note of 
and design in the room, then let 
design and color of the paper for dhat 
room be subordinated to the rug.

Various hues of tan, cream, brown, 
rose, gray, soft light green or yellow 
are cheerful ang inviting colors and 
may be used to advantage in decorat- 
ing the walls in the living room, din- 
ing room, and hall, which should be 
graced with an air of hospitality and 
charm. 

The guest bedroom, unlike the other 
bedrooms of the house, must-of neces- 
sity, be decorated to suit many tastes. 
The wall paper for a guest bedroom 
should be selected for its unusual char- 
acter, but in colors that are soft, rest- 
ful and unobtrusive. Many of the 
classical patterned toile de jouy wall 
papers in a mulberry on a 
white ground or green on white are 
most charming for the guest chamber 
which is fitted out with mahogany co- 
lonial furniture and a bit of chintz here 
and there. 

Keep away from wall papers of too 
intense coloring or those which are ex- 
treme in pattern, for there is nothing 
so unrestful as walls covered with 
paper of the kind. Some of the papers 
in all-over designs done in a haze or 
sort of warp print effect are also suit- 
able for a guest bedroom. 


The other bedrooms of the home 
should-be papered to suit the taste of 
the individual occupants and the gen- 
eral requirements of the rooms. «It 
is often advisable, where simple 
ruffied bedroom curtains are being 
used, to decide on a wallpaper that 
will be the dominant pots in both de- 
It will 
e always make up for the lack of figured 
Gta peries. 

“There are mafiy appropriate patterns 
to be had for the average type of din- 
ing room in Japanese grasscloth and 
there is hardly a paper that will prove 
any more effective in its decorative 
qualities. Many of the conventional- 
ized and realistic patterned papers 
used for paneling in the modern din- 
ing room may be used in rather gay 
colorings, for the area which they usu- 
ally cover is small compared to the 
rest of the room. The time spent in 
the dining room is of such short dura: 
tion that oné can sta a considerable 
amount of color f its exhilarating 
effect and the cheer and gayety it 
bound to produce in a room. 

The same hold for 


the decoration of the little breakfast 
room, although it should be done in 
colors of high key or value rather than 
of low color key. Gay tints of rose, 
blue, yellow and green in an allover 
realistic flower pattern on any colored 
background suitable -to the room al- 
ways make a charming paper to use in 
a’ breakfast room. It is especially 
dainty and alluring with soft deep 
voile, organdie or -grenadine 
colored curtains and enameled furni- 
ture, as pictufed in today’s illustration. 

The ceilings in practically any room 
where wallpaper of average tone is 
being used should be of the lightest 
kind of cream or ivory tint, in plain 
or nearly plain paper. Light ceilings 
produce an airy, high and cheerful 
effect to a room, whereas a ceiling in 
a dark tone will make the room appear 
dark, dingy and depressing. 

A striped paper can always be used 
to advantage in a room which is square 
and has a low ceiling,|for it tends to 
give the room height. It is particular- 
ly nice when used in rooms of colonial 
character where there is white or ivory 
woodwork and dark floors. 

There are also many interesting var- 
nished papers suitable for use in bath- 
rooms, kitchen, summer porches, the 
‘children’s playrodm or in the nursery. 
They are most practical where there 
is any likelihood of walls getting habit- 
ually soiled; for they are as easily 
washed as paint. The life of a var- 
nished paper may be prolonged by 
repeated varnishings with any good 
grade of waterproof varnish, which 
will help to retain the coloring of the 
paper. 

‘Wallpaper may be converted into 
other uses besides merely covering 
walls. Just at present it is quite the 
vogue. to cover bedroom and living 


room screens ‘with interestingly 


signed wallpapers, after which they 
are shellacked and sometimes gone 
over with an antique rub consisting of 
burnt umber and a little Van Dyke 
brown in tube oils mixed with brown 
‘Japan dryer. It is best applied with a 
small piece of cheesecloth and some- 
what lightly, for too much color will 
produce a smeared effect. 

Lamp shades, pertfolio covers, wante 
baskets, fancy boxes, and articles of 
like nature may be made from wall- 
paper and treated in the same way as 
the screen. The work will be found 
most fascinating and quite simple to 
do and will furnish the home with 
many useful and attractive articles.

HY the science of philology should bé backward in 
the United States I dcn’t know, but backward it is. 
We have produced very few philologians of any 
. - authority in any part of the field, and in the special 
area of the national speech we have produced almost none. 
The best existing grammars of English are not by Americans, | 
but by Europeans: perhaps the best of them all is by a Dane. 
There is no native etymologist even remotely comparable to 
Ernest Weekly, the Englishman, and no writer on current 
usagé to be mentioned in the same breath with H. W. Fowler. 
In' the department of phonetics there is but one American 
book of Value, and that one leans heavily upon the work of 
Daniel Jones, of the University of London. 
| There was a time when this inferiority was conkideratity | 
less marked—when an American school of philology seemed |} 


quarters of a century. ago, just as George P. Marsh and 
William Dwight Whitney returned from Europe, their veins 
running with enthusiasm for Sprachwissenschaft. Whitney, 
who survived until 1894, was the’ father of all the American 
philologians who now exist; the fact that they do him little 
credit cannot be laid at his door, for he labored magnificently 
and was always eager | to help younger men.. His work won

In most departments of English“in the aati univer- 
| sities there are no philologists at all, but only dull drudges 
who devote themselves idiotically to hunting for ograph- 
ical errors in the early editions of Chaucer or wri _school- 
“texts. These drudges are responsible for the current theory 
that the rules of a living language are to be formulated by 
calling conferences of pedagogues, none of whom knows how 
to write. They belabor the poor boys and girls in the public 
schools: with the nonsensical doctrine ‘that ain’t is an evil 
word, and with distinctions between will and shail that dis- 

‘from the speech of the United States generations 

The material that pours into their ears every day makes 

no impression upon them. They. are simply too stupid to 
apprehend it. 

Whole fetra-go by without these pontifical dullands pro- 
ducing a single book, or even paper, of any interest or value 
upon the language that 110,000,000 people speak. If you 
doubt it go look through tle files of the trade journals they 
write for, say, Modern Language Notes. Two or three years 
ago, in the hope of opening the way for a scientific and 
useful discussion of the living American tongue, Dr. Louise 
Pound, of the University of Nebraska, set up*a monthly 
journal called American Speech. “But the philologues have 
contPibuted little to ® that has been worth reading. Their 
total contribution, i would scarcely make one respect-

L.. H. Kehon, botanist of the state 
natural history survey, in writing to 
this department, says: 

“I have just received the first re- 
ports on wheat sales at elevators in

been a stinking smut infestation of the 
wheat crop this year that is even heav- 
jer than our direct fleld examinations. 
made during the growing, season, led 
us to anticipate. I now have reports 
on the marketing of 900,000 bushels 
wheat. About one-fourth of this num- 
ber, 218,000 bushels, are reported smut 
infested, 182,000 bushels being so badly 
smdtted* that a total of $15,340 has 
been cut from théir sale price.” 

He explained that these are only 
preliminary figures, drawn from a 
small part of the state’s wheat crop, 
but the result of field examinations 
has led him to believe that suceeding 
reports, as they come in, will sub- 
stantiate them. It appears from them 


that fully 24 per cent of the state’s 


wheat crop is smut inf and 20 
per cent so badly infested that the sale 
price on it is being cut on an average 
of 8% cent per bushel. Dockages on 
individual lots range from 2 to 30 
cents per bushel, and occasionally en- 
tire lots are being refused by dealers. 

Mr. Kehon advises grain growers to 
treat their wheat before sowing’ it this 
fall. The natural history survey at 
Urbana, Ill, will supply farmers with 
instructions on the modern methods

Sometimes they 
are called dumplings. The Swedish 
names for them seems to be kohl dol- 
mar.

Cut up a sixth of a pound of salt 
pork into squares and gently fry it 
to get the fat, preferably in a kettle 
in which the soup is to be cooked.

Some canned tomatoes or even a 
pint of stewed tomatoes may be added, 
but, on the whole, probably the soup 
is better without it. We can get on 
without any meat or fat, but ff two 
ounces of pork are diced and fried and 
the cabbage wilted in the fat the soup 
will have more body. 

A little ham, if it is full flavored, 
may also be used to improve the soup 
for some tastes. In Russia some sour 
milk might be added to such @ soup. 


Russian Sweet Cabbage. 


One of our foreign correspondents 
once sent from Russia the following 
recipe: 

“One medium sized head of cab- 
bage. Chop it into small pieces about 
two inches square. Three or four 
onions, also cut fine. Four or five 
cooking apples‘cut fine, Put this into 
a pot with one glass of water. and 
cook slowly. Add one and a half soup 
spoons full of lard, one teaspoonful 
caraway seeds, two or three teaspoons 
sugar, salt, and pepper. 


_“The apples should be vinegary 
enough to give this a sweet-sour 
flavor, but if the apples are not sour 
enough a dash of cider vinegar can 
be added. After cooking it, if the mix- 
ture is too thin, take two teaspoons 
of flour, mix with water, and then add. 
And cook twenty minutes after. If 
tomatoes are in season, two or three 
can also be used. Serve this cabbaga 
with boiled frankfurters, and if you 
do not eat a third helping I will eat 
my ha ” 

You cannot chop cabbage in two 
inch square pieces, but instead take 
off each leaf, cut qut the rib, and cut 
in squares. Use butter instead of lard, 
if you have none just tried out. Fresh 
cracklings would be good. It will take 
half an hour to cook cabbage, slowly, 
thus, with a few stirrings, and covy- 
ered. Steam cooks the light top lay- 
= almost wholly. Better not use the 

ur. 

There is an old idea that cabbage 
must be cooked.in an open kettle. 
We have no faith that this is neces- 
sary, but believe that, like other 
greens which will rise to the surface 
of cooking water, if there is much 
of it, the top ones will be less well 
cooked than the bottom, especially 
with hard boiling which makes any 
of the so-called greens bitter or rank 
and will make the mild cabbage lose 
quality. 

Cerrectly cooked cabbage, that is, 
gently cooked, is velvety on the 
tongue, and in many cases can be 
erushed easily, but you cannot crush 
hard cooked cabbage. There is even 
an art and science in preparing the 
cabbage for cooking. It ma@y be cut 
in various ways, om one way to pre- 

© pull off all the 


leaves, even if they are torn in the 
process, and then treat the whole 
like any green, blanching the leaves 
and rinsing them. 

In this way, if the ribs are dense 
they may be chopped fine or rejected, 
which is a means of shortening the 

Cutting Up Cabbage. 

Cabbage cut evenly fine cooks 
quickly and evenly; and may be as 
attractive and even finer than cauli- 
flower when fastidiously managed. 
One way to cut ae cabbage fine is to 
stand it stem end down on a board 
—after removing the imperfect outer 
leaves, and cutting off the stems 
squarely. Now slice through it, ex- 
cept for the last little edge,. in’ even 
and thin slices. This little bit is 
saved to prevent it from falling apart 
when we turn it around to make cuts 
at right angles to the first. Finally, 
cut a slice off the bottom and the 
whole will fall into bits, except for 
the slit core which can easily be re- 
moved. It can be beautifully cooked 
now in ten minutes. | 


A mock oyster soup may be made by 
adding three-quarters of a cup of cab- 
bagé made in this way and cooked, to 
a cup of hot milk with no other séa- 
soning but a little butter and salt, or 
add the amount to a cup of good 
stock to e a stronger soup and one 
tasting as though of a mixture of 
vegetables. The stock may be slightly 
thickened. 

Cooking Savoy Cabbage. 

Because of its curly and bloomy 
Jeaves which shelter live things, it is 
best always to blanch this cabbage be- 
fore putting it to cook and it may re- 
quire more than five minutes to do i 
effectively, after which rinse it in cold 
water and put it to cook in about half 
a cup of water, in addition to that 
which clings to its leaves, and with a 
Mttle salt. It will cook quickly in, a 
covered kettle over a gentle heat and 
then when buttered it may seem to sur. 
pass all greens for daintiness. This 
variety of cabbage is rich in sugar and, 
when properly cooked, is as sweet as 
sweet potato, though so different in 
flavor. It also makes a handsome green 
and for that reason deserves the repu- 
tation of being the finest of all the 
cabbages.

| PRESIDENTIAL TROPHIES | 


The President had trophies then 
which Mrs. Madison liked to exhibit, 
the British colors taken at Fort 
George at the mouth of the Niagara 
river by Col. Winfield Scott and Com- 
modore Perry.

| ANEARLY SCARE —| 


In 1813 there had been a scare in 
the capitol. A British squadron had 
entered the Chesapeake, proceeded to 
Havre de Grace, near the mouth of 
the Susquehanna, and had plundered 
and burned the town. There was a 
great bustle of militia in Washington 
and volunteer patrols were busy in the 


‘streets at night. This was a lark for 


young Gerry. There was almost as 
much fear of a Negro uprising a 
slave rebellion as there was of the 
British. The scare died down. No 
fortifications or earthworks were built 


for the protection of the city and no 
disposition of regular forces was made. 


to give it an adequate defense. 

In 1814 Great Britain had Napoleon 
temporarily out of the way on Elba 
and was free to give a larger measure 
of attention to the war in America. 
Admiral Cochrane’s fleet and Gen. 
Ross’ transports ‘joined in Bermuda 
and a ravaging expedition started for 
the American shore. It was for- 
midable, but it did not have any real 
military purpose. It was not to seek 
the American army and end the war 
by destroying the power of resistance. 
It was merely a large scale maraud- 
ing and raiding party, a punitive expe- 
dition to give the Americans additional 
reasons for not going to war with 
Great Britain thereafter. 


| THE SCALP IN CANADA 


When an American navy and land 
force under Chauncey, Dearborn, and 


Pike had taken York (Toronto), the — 


capitol of Ontario, in April, 1813, the 
parliament house and other public 
buildings were burned, fired, an Amer- 
ican account naively says, “by wun- 
known hands.” The storming troops 
were enraged by the British blowing 
up a powder magazine, killing and 
maiming over two hundred Americans 
and a number of British. They were 
further igfuriated by finding a scalp 
hanging from the wall of the provin- 
cial legislative chamber, near the 
speaker’s chair. The mace of author- 
ity hung near it. _ 

The American story had it the scalp 
of an American officer. Commodore 
Chauncey sent the captured British 
celors, the mace, and the scalp to the 
secretary of the navy. The public 
buildings of the Canadian provincial 
capital were destroyed, but the British 
in retaliation at Washington did not 
make-so-much of York as they did of 
an unauthorized American expedition 
across the border to burn some mills 
and other private property. ;

‘Finally it was apparent 
that Bladensburg would be the meet- 
ing place if the invaders were to be 
intercepted outside the city, and 
Winder got his men there. Mr. Mon- 
roe got there ahead of him. Madison 
and the other cabinet members fol 
lowed him. 


“LEADING THE’ MILITIA 


Barney and his sailors were posted 
at the navy yard bridge and would 
have been left there if he had not 
fairly insulted his superior, Mr. Jones, 
secretary of the navy, with his pro- 
tests and obtained the consent of that 
w, ed gentleman to get into the 
qjent. He then went for it on the run. 

Mr. Madison and the cabinet nearly 
rode into the tish lines, but were 
warned off in e. When the battle 
was about to begin, the President, 
having surveyed the field, remarked 
to Mr. Monroe that it would now be 
proper for them to retire and leave the 
matter to the military gentlemen. 
Thus they were permitted to be 
slightly in advance of the militia on 
the way back to Washington. The 
inexperienced, unseasoned soldiers, 
posted without entrenchments, had 
several bursts of congreve rockets, 
missiles more alarming than danger- 
ous, in their faces, and, being threat- 
ened also on their flank, were in 
Washington with the President. The 
better troops got away in better or- 
der, but Barney’s sailor artillery 


made such a fight of it, 400 against 
Ross’ 3,000 at least, that the British 
officers were warm in admiration of 
him, and his men did not withdraw 
until the bayonets were at their guns.

Cochrane com 
sented to the release, but not to the 
immediate departure of the Minden, 
which was detained with the fleet.

HAVE been giving serious thought 
to the matter for some time and I 
have come to the conclusion that 
the gambling element is an unde- 
sirable element in sport, as they’ are

Mr. Nelson, who has been the at- 
torney for the Flat Janitors’ union 
for the last five years, took charge of 
the union last February, shortly after 
Mr. Quesse’s death. He succeeded in 
negotiating a new agreement for the 
janitors with the Chicago Real Estate 
board on March 1 when the union's 
agreement expired. At the time it ap- 
peared that an outside element had 
made plans to step in and attempt to 
control the union by strong arm 
methods and gun play.

bage and salt for colic, and to have 
considered it a remedy for paralysis. 
Pythagoras, who is more frequently 
‘mentioned in relation to beans, cele- 
‘brated the marvelous virtues of cab- 
bages. The Roman Cato considered it 
a cure for all diseases, although mod- 
ern editing of Roman records sug- 
gests he may have advocated this 
opinion because he had cabbages to 
sell. At any rate, it is put down that 
the Romans went for 600 years with- 


out physicians because they kfhew the 
medicinal value of the cabbage. 

This list of eminent advocates of 
cabbage in the diet can hardly be 
considered as common folk, the record 
of whose opinions it would be hard to 
find, yet there are records of folk 
food practices in various countries, 


place in them. We have reason to 
believe that what the potato is in 
common service today, the cabbage 
was through ak the hundreds of 
years before the eighteenth century, 
when Parmentier in France tried to 
introduce that vegetable to the com- 
mon people, who tore up the plants, 
mobbed the growers, and seemed to 
resent every effort to introduce it. 
Stuffed Cabbage I. 
_ The following is my own tested recipe 
for stuffed cabbage, but I have col- 
lected a large number of other ways 
of doing this work. First, to prepare 
the cabbage, remove the, outside and 
coarser leaves of the head, cut off 
the stem so that the cabbage will stand 
squarely when set up for a vegetable 
centerpiece, if you choose to use it for 
that as you can do when the filling 
is of meat, or, if.you are a vegetarian, 
when the filling is a vegetable one. 
After it has been trimmed and 
washed, steam it until tender. When 
it is tender, take two forks and pull 
the leaves away from the heart and 
then roll in the top of them a little, 
first cutting out the center*so as to 
leave space for a cup of stuffing, and 
additional stuffing maybe put in be- 
tween the leaves. When a vegetable 
stuffing cooked beforehand is put in, 
some melted butter is finally poured 
over the whole. With good work one 
may make this look like a great rose. 
The all-vegetable stuffing may be 
made as follows: One medium. sized 
onion, one stem of celery, one-half a 
green pepper—these all cut fine—and 
then one-half cup of ground carrots. 
The amounts here may be multiplied 
tO suit.

‘Stuffed Cabbage III. 


Here is a recipe that has not been 
tested in my kitchen, but is of the 
type that would be tested out: here: 

“ Take the outer leaves off a head of 
cabbage, wash well and dip into hot 
water for a moment to make them 
pliable. Do this when you have your 
other ingredients prepared. Take one- 
half pound chopped meat, the half of 
the remaining cabbage, chopped, one- 
half sweet green pepper, salt to taste. 
Take the large cabbage leaves from 
the hot water, one at a time, put two 
spoonsful of the mixture, roll up the 
leaf, tie with a string. 

“Fill as many leaves as you care 
for, placing the remainder of the per 
ture in the top of a double boiler, 
the filled cabbage leaves. There will be 
just enough liquor, most likely. Other- 
wise, cut up a small tomato and add, 
which improves it in any case. See that 
there is always plenty of water in the 
lower part of the double boiler. Cook 
from three-quarters [to one hour.” 


Stuffed Cabbage IV. 

Here is another untested recipe 
which gives really a cabbage roll, 
rather than a stuffed cabbage. It is 
possible to find recipes no end for such 
rolls, or what are sometimes called 
dolmas and sarmas. Sometimes they 
are called dumplings. The Swedish 
names for them seems to be kohl dol- 
mar. Without testing, it is hard to\dis- 
cover which of many recipes collected 
would give the best results, but here 
is one of those not tested: 


Near Russian Cabbage Soup. 
Cut up a sixth of a pound of salt 
pork into squares and gently fry it 
to get the fat, preferably in a kettle 
in which the soup is to be cooked. 
Take up the cooked pork and gently 


stew in the fat, without coloring them, 


“Boil the larger outside leaves of 


the cabbage for a few minutes in salt- 
ed water. Drain, being c ful to keep 
them whole. Cut the rest of the cab- 
bage in smal! pieces, boil and drain. 
Chop this when well drdined and mix 
with meat, egg, and choppéd Onion. 
Lay one or two large leaves out flat, 
drop a large spoonful of the mixture 
on them and roll up in the leaves. 
Brown nicely See pan, in drip- 
pings or fat, turning carefully. When 


they are brown add a little water, 


cover and simmer for about three-quar- 
ters of an hour. They can be served 
with a white sauce or with boiled po- 


tatoes.” 
Stuffed Cabbage V. 

In many of the cabbage rolls rice is 
used as an ingredient, as in the fol- 
lowing recipe, which had the name 
Sarma when contributed. We think 
it would be much better to use little 
steel skewers than the toothpicks men-

‘these will cook in about five minutes. 
‘Then put in three medium carrots 
scraped and sliced thin, stirring them 
in the fat. Then stir into fat one- 
quarter of a cup, or a little more, of 
flour, stirring it until it is mixed 
smooth or blended perfectly with the 
fat and other ingredients. Now add 
one quart and a half of water and stir 
‘until the liquid thickens. We have 
great faith in the attractiveness of the 


liquid base so thickened, as compared 


with one without a thickening. To 
this basic preparation add one small 
cabbage from which the leaves have 
been removed one by one and cut in 
nice squares. 

‘Slice the stem part exceedingly thin 
and use it as well as the leaves. Sim- 
mer the whole for three-quarters of 
an hour, then add.one sliced potato, 
or more if you like, and one’ small 
tomato cut in bits. ° 

Cook for one-half hour longer. In 
the true Russian soup, beets are added 
to this combination, which is prob- 
ably made in as many ways as there 
are cooks who make it. To empha- 
size again the thickening” let us say 
that it makes the soup seem more 
substantial, but the potato may add 
its part in thickening the soup, also. 


Cabbage and Corn Soup. 


Cut one-eighth pound of salt pork 
into dice and'fry gently. When the 
fat commences to fry out add one 
onion cut in fine pieces and cook it 
gently. Next add half a can of corn 
or its equivalent in new sweet corn, 
one medium sized raw potato, one pint 
of water, and cook the whole until 
the potato igs soft. Then add to it 
one pint of the thinnest white sauce, 
that is, a sauce made of one pint of 
milk, one tablespoon of butter, and one 
of flour cooked and stirred for about 
ten minutes. This can be made with- 
out the onion. ; 


Another Cabbage Soup. 


Shred cabbage extremely fine. For 
a pint of the shredded cabbage allow 
two or three chopped onions. Put an 
ounce of butter in a frying pan, add 
the onions and cabbage, and stir over 
the fire until the cibbage wilts.

Some canned tomatoes or even a 
pint-of stewed tomatoes may be added, 
but, on the whole, probably the soup 
is better without it. We can get on 
without any meat or fat, but ff two 
ounces of pork are diced and fried and 
the cabbage wilted in the fat the soup 
will have more body. 

A little ham, if it is full flavored, 
may also be used to improve the soup 
for some tastes. In Russia some sour 
milk might be added to such a soup. 


One of our foreign correspondents 
once sent from Russia the following 


” medium sized head of cab- 


bage. Chop it into small pieces about 
two inches square. Three or four 
onions, also cut fine. Four or five 
cooking apples cut fine. Put this into 
a pa i one glass of water and 
cook s y. Add one and a-half soup 
spoons full of lard, one tanseoindiien 
caraway seeds, two or three teaspoons 
sugar, salt, and pepper. 

“The apples should be vinegary 
enough to give this a -sour 
flavor, but if the apples are not sour 
enough a dash of cider vinegar can 
be added. After cooking it, if the mix- 
ture is too thin, take two teaspoons 
of flour, mix with water, and then add. 
And cook twenty minutes after. If 
tomatoes are in season, two or three 
can also be used. Serve this cabbaga 
with boiled frankfurters, and if you 
do not eat a third helping I will eat 
my hat.” 

You cannot chop cabbage in two 
inch square pieces, but instead take 
off each leaf, cut out the rib, and cut 
in squares. Use butter instead of lard, 
if you have none just tried out. Fresh 
cracklings would be good. It will take 
half an hour to cook cabbage, slowly, 
thus, with a few stirrings, and coy. 
ered. Steam cooks the light top lay- 
— almost wholly. Better not use the 

There ts an old idea that cabbage 
must be cooked in an open kettle. 
We have no faith that this is neces- 
sary, but believe that, like other 
greens which will rise to the surface 


_ of cooking water, if there is much 


of it, the top ones will be less well 
cooked than the bottom; especially 
with hard boiling which makes any 
of the so-called greens bitter or rank | 
and will make the mild cabbage lose 
quality... 

Correctly cooked cabbage, that is. 
cooked, is velvety on the 
tongue, and in many cases can be 
crushed easily, but you cannot crush 
hard cooked cabbage. There is. even 
an art. and science in preparing the 
cabbage for cooking. It may be cut 
in various ways, or one way to pre-

leaves, even if they are torn in the 


process, and then treat the whole; 


like any green, blanching the leaves 
and rinsing them. 

In this way, if the ribs are dense 
they may be chopped fine or rejected, 
which is a means of shortening the 
cooking. 

Cutting Up Cabbage. 

cut evenly fine cooks 
quickly and evenly, and may be as 
attractive and even finer than cauli- 


flower when fastidiously managed. 


One way to cut a cabbage fine is to 
stand it stem end down on a board 
—after removing the: imperfect ‘outer 
leaves, and cutting off the stems 
squarely. Now slice through it, ex- 
cept for the last little edge, in even 
and thin slices. This little bit is 
saved to prevent it from falling apart 
when we turn it around to make cuts 
at right angles to the first. Finally, 
cut a slice off the bottom and the 
whole will fall into bits, except for 
the slit core which can easily be re- 
moved. It can be beautifully cooked 
now in ten minutes. 


A mock oyster soup may be made by 


adding three-quarters of a cup of cab- 


bage made in this way and cooked, to 
a cup of hot milk with no other sea- 
soning but a little butter and salt, or 
add the same amount to a cup of good 
stock to make a stronger soup and one 
tasting as though of a mixture of 
vegetables. The stock may be slightly 
thickened. 


Cooking Savoy Cabbage. 

Because of its ‘curly and bloomy 
leaves which shelter live things, it is 
best always to blanch this cabbage be- 
fore putting it to cook and it may re- 
quire more than five minutes to do it 
effectively, after which rinse it in cold 
water and put it to cook in about half 
a cup of water, in addition to that 
which clings to its leaves, and with a 
little salt. It will cook quickly in a 


covered kettle over a gentle heat and. 


then when buttered it may seem to sur- 
pass all greens for daintiness. . This 
variety of cabbage is.rich in sugar and, 
when properly cooked, is.as sweet as 
sweet potato, though so different in 
flavor. It also makés a handsome green 
and for that reason deserves the repu- 
tation of being the finest of all the 
cabbages. |

Wall Papers Come 


in Such Fascinating 
Variety That Any 
Room in the House 


May Be Appropriately 
Decorated Without 


Recourse to Paint

T HAS always been a recognized 

fact that from the point of sani-

place of a well designed wallpaper. 

Where paint will seem to lack char- 

acter, warmth and that “homey” at- 

mosphere, paper will supply it, and

Many home decorators make the mis- 
take of feeling that because they have 
a figured rug in a room they must 
select a plain paper for the walls. If 
the rug is the dominant note of color 
and design in the room, then let the 
design and color of the paper for that 
be subordinated to the rug. How- 
ever, if the room should be of extreme- 


Certain colors are instinctively asso- 
ciated with certain rooms in the home 
and when used out of their places usu- 


tive in their effect.

The guest bedroom, unlike the other 
bedrooms of the house, must of neces- 
sity, be decorated to suit many tastes. 


papers in a mulberry design on a 
white ground or green on white are 
most charming for the guest chamber 
which is fitted out with mahogany co- 
lonial furniture and a bit of chintz here 
and there. 

Keep away from wall papers of too 
intense coloring or those which are ex- 
treme in pattern, for there is nothing 
so unrestful as walls covered with 
paper of the kind. Some of the papers 
in all-over designs done in a haze. or 
sort.of warp print effect are also suit- 
able for a guest bedroom. 


The other bedrooms of the home 
should be papered to suit the taste of 
the individual occupants and the gen- 
eral requirements of the rooms. It 
is often advisable, where simple 
ruffled bedroom ‘curtains are being 
used, to decide on a wallpaper that 
will be the dominant note in both de- 
sign and color in the room. It will 
always make up for the lack of figured 
draperies. 

There are many appropriate patterns 
ing room in Japanese grasscloth and 
there is hardly a paper that will prove 
any more effective in its decorative 
qualities. Many of the conventional- 
ized and realistic patterned papers 
used for panéling in the modern din- 
ing room may be used in rather gay 
colorings, for the area which they usu- 
ally cover is small compared to the 
rest of the room. The time spent in 
the dining room is of such short dura- 
tion that one can stand a considerable 
amount of color for its exhilarating 
effect and the cheer and gayety it is 
bound to produce in a room. 
The same principles hold good for 


the of the little breakfast 


room, although it should be done in 
colors of high key or value rather than 
of low color key. 
blue, yellow and green in an all-over 
realistic flower pattern on any colored 
background suitable to the room al- 
ways make a charming paper to use in 
a breakfast room. It is especially 
dainty and alluring with soft deep 
ruffied voile, organdig or grenadine 
colored curtains and enameled furni- 
ture, as pictured in today’s illustration, 

The ceilings in practically any room 
where wallpaper of average tone is 
being used should be of the lightest 
kind of cream or ivory tint, in plain 
or nearly: plain paper. Light ceilings 
produce an airy, high and cheerful 
effect to a room, whereas a ceiling in 
a dark tone will make the room appear 
dark, dingy and depressing. 
A striped paper can always be used 
to advantage in a room which is square 
and has a low ceiling, for it tends to 
ve the room height. It is particular- 
5 nice when used in rooms of colonial 
ter where there is white or ivory 
woodwork and dark floors. 
There are also many interesting var- 
nished papers suitable for use in bath- 
rooms, kitchen, summer porches, the 
children’s playroom or in the nursery. 
They are most practical where there 
is any likelihood of walls getting habit- 
ually soiled, for they are as easily 
washed as paint. The life of a var- 
nished paper may be prolon by 
repeated varnishings with any good 
grade of waterproof varnish, which 


will help to retain the coloring of the 


paper. : j 

: 

Wallpaper may be converted into 
other uses besides mere covering 
walls. Just at present it quite the 
vogue to cover bedroom and living 
room screens with interestingly de- 
signed wallpapers, after which they 
are shellacked and sometimes gone 
over with an antique rub co g of 
burnt umber and a little Van Dyke 
brown in tube oils mixed with brown 
Japan dryer. It is best applied with a 
small piece of cheesecloth and some- 
what lightly, for too much color will 
produce a smeared effect. 

Lamp shades, portfolio covers, waste 
baskets, fancy boxes, and articles of 
like nature may be made from wall- 
paper and treated in the same way as 
the screen. Thé work will be found 
most fascinating and quite simple to 
do and will furnish the home with 
many useful and attractive articles.
